employed. Equal security in all parts 
of the installation is the object kept in 
view, and to .obtain thisjseveral systems 
are blended together as ona While 
molding and flexible conduits are used 
in the saloons and cabins, the conduct- 
ors in the machinery spaces and holds 
are run in iron coduits, which are thor- 
oughly innsulaied on the inside, and 
special fittings are employed in passing 
through the decks and bulkheads. Spe- 
cial water tight switches, cutouts and 
fixtures are also used wherever there is 
exposure to the weather.—E. Of. Ber- 
nard in Cassier's Magazine.

A Public School In Germany. 


It was 8 o'clock, and school was about 


to begin. At a signal from the teacher 
the boys arose in their places, and with 
bowed heads stood in reverential silence 
while one of their number recited a 
short prayer. As soon as the boys were 
again in their seats the teacher began 
the recitation, and I began to gaze about 
the room. There were nearly 50 boys 
seated on ten plain board benches, with 
tho eamo number of equally long and 
plain desks in front, an almost exact 
reproduction of the furniture of the New 
England district schoolhonse of a gen- 
eration ago. 


The teacher's desk, which stood npoii 


a high and very small platform, waa 
equally inexpensive and devoid of orna- 
ment. The walls and ceiling of the room 
were of a soft brown color slightly tinged 
with green, while the benches and desks, 
including that of the teacher, were 
stained a darker brown, excepting the 
tops of the desks, which were painted a 
dull black. There were windows on only 
one side of the room, and the seats were 
so arranged that the rays of light fell 
upon the pupils' tooks over the loft 
shoulder. There was only one black- 
board in the room, and that was a small 
Wooden one which was placed behind 
the teacher's desk and was accessible 
only to a person standing upon the 
teacher's platform. Crayon marks upon 
tha blackboard were removed by meana 
of a moist sponge, never with a dry 
eraser.

Chairman Dingley of tbe Ways and 


Means .Committee ot tbe House of Rep- 
resentatires declares tbat tbe foreigner 
paya the tax on dutiable goods im- 
ported into tbe United States. An- 
othw Mepresentative in Congress ad- 
mitted for the time tbat Mr. Dingley 
was right and proposed an amendment 
to Mr. Dingley's tariff bill imposing a 
dntyon bides. 
Strange as it may 


eeem Mr. Dingley did not want the 
foreigner, who ships bides 
to the 


United States, taxed for the benefit of 
tbe western farmer and cattle raiser 
and Mr. Dingley's bill passed the 
House of Representatives with bides on 
the free list. 


It is somewhat inconsistent for Mr, 


Dingley «and bis associates, who are 
posing as protectionists, to- declare 
tbat tbe foreign producer or manufac- 
turer pays the tariff on articles ship- 
ped ta the United States, and then re- 
fuse to make that foreigner pay a tax 
of a dollar on hides for the benefit of 
American farmers. 
If the foreigner 


pays the tax on imported articles why 
not tax tea and coffee as well as wnel 
and coal ? 
There is no good reason 


why the Chinese, who produce nearly 
all tbe tea imported into the United 
States and the Brazilians and Costa 
Rioans, who supply as with coffee, 
should not be compelled to contribute 
to tbe support of the Government as 
well as tbe Australian, who ships wool, 
and the Nova Sootian, who ships coal 
to the United States. 
Tbe truth is, 


however, and Mr. Dingley knows it, 
that the consumer 
pays tbe tax, 


whether it be high or low, on every- 
thing imported, but tbe 
cone'imer 


wonld not particularly object to tbat 
if the trusts and combines, for whose 
benefit a high tariff is placed on many 
articles, wonld permit tbe adoption of 
a financial system that would give him 
opportunity to earn tbe money ra- 
qnired to pay the enhanced price 
caused by a high tariff.

It Is Believed the Matter Will Ilttcelv* 


Ksurly Consideration \>i {'resident 
BIcKlnley. 


"Should Hawaii Be Annexed?" is tbe 


title of an article in tbe February 
Arena, the writer of which believes that 
the question of annexing the Hawaiian 
Islands will be one of the earliest con- 
sidered by President (MoKtnley. -A 
notion thought to prevail that the idea 
ot annexation originated at the time of 
tbe overthrow of the Hawaiian mon- 
archy is said to be entirely mistaken; 
and in proof a letter of Secretary Stew- 
ard's, written in 1887, is quoted, as well 
as the dying words of Eamehameha V.: 
"What is to 
become of my poor 


country? Queen Emma 1 do not trust, 
Lunalilo is a drunkard and Kalakana 
is a fool." 


It is stated that the islands must be- 


long either to England, America or 
Japan. 
The Hawaiian people are 


strongly disinclined to alliance with 
Japan, while many of tbe English resi- 
dents argue in favor of America. The 
American is found to be preponderant 
in,things Hawaiian. He is "chief in 
business and politics; he is in the 
churuh and school, the counting-room, 
on tbe railroad and steamer, at the dry- 
clock and foundry, at tbe lumber yard, 
nt the mill and at the tow-boat; he is 
oa the wharf when you land, on tbe 
street as yon pass, at the hotel when 
you register. 
Nothing goes on sue 


cassfnlly without him" The schools of 
the islands are managed altogether on 
the American system. 


The Hawaiian Islands are much more 


important from a commercial point ol 
view than is generally supposed. Two 
large steamship companies with a fleet 
of fifteen or twenty steamships each 
are engaged in inter-island commerce 
and do a profitable business of over 
$1,000,000 a year, one of them paying 
dividends of 12 per cent, per annum 
There are three railroads and many ex 
oeedingly rich plantations ot sugar 
coffee, rice and tropical fruits. Eighf 


ot the islands are inhabited and they 
comprise an area of about 6,700 square 
miles. Not more than 25 per cent, o 
the available agricultural lands are in 
cultivation and only about one-tenth o 
the grazing territory is used. The in

plied them with money for the purpose 
of creating dissensions in thst body. 
Subsequent events indicate that the 
supposition was well founded, as the 
middle-of-the-road men assisted Mr. 
Hanna in electing Senators in North 
Carolina and some other States. Now 
the National Watchman, which desig- 
nates the middle-of-the-road men as Mr. 
Hanna'd Populists, says they propose 
to organize a middle-of-the-road party. 
Three of the leaders ot the movement 
are now in Washington negotiating 
with the Republicans for money* to 
start a paper at the National Capital to 
further Mr. Hinaa'a scheme to divide 
those who are in favor of financial re 
form so that the gold trust can elect 
the next Congress.

other things, the jury was informed 
that there was much difference be- 
tween the law governing U. S. juries 
and State juries. 
ThaJ there were 


only certain channels through which 
citizens may make their grievances 
known in that court, whether such 
grievance was genuine or 'only sple- 
netic; that all men who had a pom- 
plaint could be heard, but must pro 
ceed under the rules of the Court and 
the laws of the United States; that it 
was illegal and reprehensible to make 
complaint to the jury through the 
public press by letter or personal up-

FISH. 


A Truokee Corporation Taught TVJ»»t is 


a Public Stream, 


The Supreme Court delivered an 


opinion yesterday defining a public 
stream, so far as the right of taking 
fish ia concerned. 


The Truckee Lumber Company has 


its sawmills on the bank of tbe Truckee 
river, a stream that runs from Lake 
Tahoe, in this State, to Pyramid Lake, 
in the State of Nevada. 
W. F. Fitzger- 


ald, the Attorney-General, asked an in- 
junction against the company, alleging 
that it was permitting sawdust, shav- 
ings and other refuse from tbe mill to 
fall into the river, thereby destroying 
the fish. The Superior Court granted 
the injunction, from which the defend- 
ant appealed and the Supreme Court 
has affirmed the order. 


"The common right to take fish," said 


tbe Court, "extends not alone to navi- 
gable waters, but exists as to all waters 
the lauds underlying which aie not in

Section I—Piom nnd alter the passage of 


this Act, no officer or employee of the State

As I reached about sis feet be 
neath Ihe surface pots, vases, cupi 
plates, jugs, pipes and numerous articles 
of doubtful use and too heavy to bring 
away with rae were uncovered with ol 
moat every thrust of the spado. The lost 
articles my spade revealed were mixed 
sizes of arrows, spears of odd design, 
scrapers, hatchets and drills. 


"I dug into a square room which ha<^ 


no windows in the walls. Here I found 
eome of the finest specimens of pottery 
I have ever seen. They were beautiful-
